team by winning the National A. 
A. U. flying ring~ title, Martin 
Glickman, Syracuse fiash, won the 
100-metre dash in the Senior A, A. 
U tryouts at Yonkers, while Irving 
Horowitz. of the 92nd Street Y, M. 
H, A., led his teammate, Arthur

In the women’s division, Sybil 
Koff, Maccabi champion, probabiy

BERLIN (Spl.)—In case of war, 
Hitler’s navy will have to flee 
from no enemy, observers here 
agree, after watching the review 
of more than 50 battleships, cruis- 
ers, destroyers and submarines, 
part of which are shown above as 
they steamed past the reviewing 
ship,

large as the fleets of Great 
France, Italy, Japan, or

the United States, the revived Ger- 
man navy is composed almost en- 
tirely of vessels more speedy than 
any of their enemies, As @ re- 
sult they can attack even the larg- 
est fleet, and retreat before the

Non-Religious 
Bodies Scored 
At Cape May 


CAPE MAY, N, J. (Spl.)—The 
historic 47th convention of the Cen- 
tral Conference of American Rab- 
bis closed here with the reform 
rabbis of the United States 
pledged to a program of leader- 
ship and accomplishment which 
will enable them to assume their 
rightful place at the helm of Jew- 
ish affairs, 

After hearing Dr, Felix A. Levy, 
of Chicago, who was re-elected 
president, flay the B’nai B’rith and 
other organizations without men- 


"\tioning fiames, the CCA. R. was 


told by Rabbi William F, Rogen- 
blum, of New York, that a synod 
council should be formed to “rein: 
tegrate reform Judaism.” 

One of the first steps made by 
the Conference to regain their po- 
sition as leaders in Israel was the 
appointment of a special commit- 
tee to confer with heads of the 
United Palestine Appeal and the 
Joint Distribution Committee 
looking towards a raaproachment 
between the fund-raising bodies, 

Eviaently with B’nai B’rith in 
mind, Rabbi Levy declared in his 
presidential message, “no frater 
nal order can speak for Israel and 
thus take a privilege that belongs 
to the synagogue alone.” At an 
other point he averred that “lodge 
Judaism, despite the religious rit- 
ual of initiation and synagogue 
affiliation of a portion, large or 
small of the membership, is no 
substitute for Jewish religious 
life.” 

“As rabbis,” Dr, Levy continued, 
“we have tolerated this situation 
far too long and we must insist, 
even though it may cost us con- 
tributions and loss of skilled social 
workers, that no one who is not 
synagogue-minded and interested 
in religion has the right to any po. 
sition of responsibility in the Jew- 
ish community.”

The Names of Our Fine Jewish Athletes Will Lead The Rest 


No amount of rationalization will ever justify 
the blithe entrance of Jewish athletes in trials 
While Samuel Un- 


termyer gives the few remaining years of his 


for the U, S, Olympic teams, 


life to the prosecution of the anti-Nazi boycott, 
and while Jewish leaders give of their time and 
money to raise funds to alleviate in part the 
devastation of the Nazi tempest, Jewish young 
men and women are contesting for the right to 
make the trip to the Berlin Games this summer. 

Were it known several months ago that Jew- 
ish athletes from the United States would eagerly 
participate in the Games, the task of the Nazis 
and Count Baillet-Latour would have been much 
simplified, There could have been no substantia) 
fight against the Berlin Olympics by such men 
as Judge Mahoney and Nathan Ornstein in the 
face of the willingness of Jews to aid the Berlin 
Games by taking active part. 

The most discouraging aspect of the entire 
situation is the fact that Sybil Kott and Janice 
Lifson, Maccabi champions, are two of the rene 
gades who are almost certain to be members of 
the U. S, team, Only a few years ago, this pair 
returned to the United States to accept the plau- 
dits of American Jewry for their victory in the 
Maccabiad in Tel Aviv. 

If President Wilson had suddenly in the spring 
of 1818 cast his allegiance with Germany his 


crime would have been no greater, except in de- 
gree, than that of these Jewish athletes, 


How the Nazis must be chuckling. 


Among those whose chances of gaining a berth 
on the U. §. team are bright are Philip Levy, of 
Stanford University; Joseph Goldenberg, New 
York City high school gym star, and Irving Hor- 
witz, of the New York City Y. M, H. A, 

Immeuiately following the Olympic Games the 
sport-loving Nazis have promised World Jewry a 
recurrence of the cold pogroms and an ‘ntensifi- 
cation of persecution of Jews, It will be pleasant 
for those Jewish athletes who do visit Germany 
and aid in adding glory to the Olympic Games to 
contemplate their part in whitewashing the Nazi 
Regime, For almost certainly the Hitler propa- 
ganda machine will point to participation by U. S, 
Jewish athletes as justification of their contention 
that there is no persecution of Jews in Germany, 
and that only the prejudice of foreign correspon- 
dents is resposible for the unfavorable news 
about the Nazi Regime, Were the Jews who vis- 
ited Naziland molested? Did they see any evi. 
dence of Jewish persecution? Naturally, the an- 
sWer will be no, 

This vindication of the Nazis is only one 
aspect of the disgusting business. Desertion is 
contagious, Many Jews now aiding the boycott 
and contributing to the funds for relief of Nazi 
victims will lose heart by the apostasy of what 
should be the most noble of Jewish youth, 

When the list is made up of those who have 
contributed to the glorification of the Nazi Re- 
gime, the names of our fine Jewish athletes will 


lead the rest, 


Zionists Should Adopt Regional Plan 


A plan designed to decentralize the Zionist 
Organization of America by dividing the nation 
into regional districts should be adopted when it 
is presented to the annual convention of the Z. O. 
A, Saturday and Sunday in Providence, R, I. 

Advocated by this paper for some time, this 
tendency away from crystallization of leadership 
in American Jewish organizations in New York 
City and its immediate environs, should be the 
most salutary and beneficient step introduced in- 
to American Jewish society in many years, 

By dividing the nation into districts, each of 
which will be self-sustaining, but which shall in 
turn be responsible to the national headquarters 
of the Z. O. A., the Zionist movement will not 
only bring itself closer to the 5,000,000 Jews of 
the United States, but will give an opportunity 
for leadership to that great body of American 
Jews whose viewpoint and horizon is not limited 
and tied up in New York’s myopic limits, 

Although no direct statement has been made, 
the Joint Distribution Committee, whose drive 
for $3,500,000 reported last week three times the 
1935 number of pledges and total of contributions, 
realizes unmistakably that the renaissance in its 


fund-securing ability is due in no small part to 
the organization of its Planning and Scope Com- 
mittee, composed of forty Jewish leaders located 


in cities throughout the United States. Whereas 


heretofore a small self-perpetuating clique in New 
York made the decisions, planned moves and ar- 


parts of the nation, now 
these members of the Planning and Scope Com: 
mittee pool their joint experience to provide the 
most complete ability and foresight available for 
the prosecution of drives upon which the welfare 
of thousands of Jews depend, 

So that when the Z. O. A, meets in Providence, 
it will have before it the opportunity of rehabili- 
tating its own defunct organization, A Southern, 
a Middle Western, a New England, an Atlantic 
Seaboard, a Rocky Mountain and a Pacific Coast 
District would under the most miserable manage- 
ment be a 1,000 per cent improvement over the 
present arrangement whereby | personal contact 
with the Zionist president in New York has been 
necessary to launch the meagre proposals for ad- 
vancement of the cause of Zionism in the United 
States,

that but the novel will be a choice morsel of dis- 
cussion for weeks, Even rabbis may utilize the 
novel as a subject for popular Friday night ser. 
mons. 

And finally the publication of this new novel 
will have a salutary effect on American Jewish 
life. Many women and young people who ordi- 
narily never come in contact with things Jewish, 
now will receive 270,000 words of Jewish propa- 
ganda through the best possible means—enter- 
tainment,

SEATTLE (Spl.)—Claimisg vir- 
gin birth and calling himself Sav- 
ior Pelley, William Dudley Pelley 
became the fourth candidate to 
throw his hat into the presidential 
ring here when he issued a declar- 
ation under the head of the Chris- 
tian Party urging a united front 
“with Germany to disfranchise all 
Jews.” 

Among the planks in Mr. Pel 
ley’s platform were: 

(1) Organize all labor, by gov- 
ernmental decree, into a National 
Labor Front; eliminate the bickera 
ing Jewish-Communist controllea 
A, F. of L, All disputes will be 
settled by our President Pelley and 
our captains of industry, 

(2) All political and economic 
power shall be vested in our presi- 
dent William Dudley Pelley, Our 
Congress of corruption shall be 
eliminated as well as all radical 
organizations (Communists, Social. 
ists, Commonwealth Builders, 
Technocrats, and farm organiza- 
tions.) All decrees will be rigidly 
enforced by our loyal Storm 
Troops, our Councils of Safety, 

The platform was composed of 
other vicious planks, too: but it 
failed to win a large audience for 
Mr. Pelley when he opened his 
campaign with a mass rally in Ta- 
coma, Wash. Although Pelley’s

Pamphlet 
Uncovered 


MINNEAPOLIS Minn. (Spl.)— 
While Robert E Edmondson, No, 1 
anti-Semite, stood trial yesterday 
in New York for libel, a violent 
pamphlet authored by him was 
the subject here of a controversy 
following its distribution at a 
recent meeting of the Independent 
Gas Distributors of the Twin Cit- 
ies, ! 

In a formal signed statement to 
The American Jewish World, Ben 
Freeman, president of the Ben 
Freeman Gas and Oil Co., Inc., de- 
clared that the pamphlets were 
distributed at a noon meeting in 
the Curtis Hotel last June 4 by R. 
E Christopherson, president of Di- 
rect Service Oil Co, 

Mr. Christopherson _ described 
the accusation as “ridiculous” in- 
sofar as it sought to paint him as 
an anti-Semite, “We do a lot of 
business with Jewish people,” he 
explained, ‘and it would be fool- 
ish to place any such construction 
on the matter. Here is what hap- 
pened: 

“Just before I left my office a 
man, evidentiy a political cam- 
paign worker asked me whether 1 
was ‘a good Republican.’ I re- 
plied that I was a Republican one 
year and a Democrat the next—it 
all depended on who was running 
for office, He then handed me a 
few leaflets, asking me to pass 
them out, I assumed they were the 
usual type of literature that one 
gets so much of during a presiden- 
tial campaign, I didn’t read them 
and didn’t know what they were all 
about, I admit [ handed out sev- 
eral at the meeting, but it is ridic- 
ulous to base any charge simply on 
this. 

“However, I learn that Mr, Free. | 
man has opened an oil station in 
Minneapolis near one of our sta- 
tions and if this represents his 
methods in competitive business, I 
haven’t much to say for it.” 

Mr, Freeman amplified his letter 
with -a statement charging Mr, 
Christopherson had sought to have 
him (Freeman) ousted from the 
Twin Cities’ oil men’s organiza- 
tion, This Mr. Christepherson 
flatly denied.

tine, 

Mrs, David B. Greenberg, of. Mt. 
Vernon, N, Y., chairman of the Na- 
tional Youth Aliyah Committee of 
Hadassah pointed out that when 
the organization undertook to aid 
the Youth Aliyah movement last 
November, it pledged itself to 
raise $50,000 for the first year, So 
instantaneous and widespread was 
the interest in the program of re- 
habilitating German youth on the 
soil of Palestine, Mrs, Greenberg 
said, that the amount to date has 
exceeded twice the sum pledged, 
and is expected to show a consid- 
erable increase by the end of the 
fiscal year on October 1, 

The collections for the Youth 
“Aliyah have in no way interfered 
with those for the other Hadassah 
projects in Palestine, which are 
the maintenance of a country-wide 
medical and public health system 
and participation in the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund land-purchasing pro- 
gram, Mrs, Greenberg declared. 

Most of the contributions to the 
Youth Aliyah Fund, the chairman 
said, were in $360 units, because 
that amount represents the cost of 
maintaining and educating a child 
in Palestine under the sponsorship 
of the Youth Aliyah for two years.
